In a report summarizing find- 
ings reached after some months} 
of study, the council indicates | 
that at least three additional high | 
schools will be needed in the sou-| 
therly portion of the district with- | 
in the next 10 years. 

TWO MORE SITES 

With this in mind, the council 
is recommending the immediate 
purchase of two additional sites, | 
and steps to plan and build | 
Jourth school. | 

Present bonding capacity of the 
district would allow a bond issue 
of some $3,297,000, sufficient, th 
report says, to construct one new 
school similar to Mento-Atherton 
and to purchase one additional | 
site. | 

For the further funds 
will be needed before 1960, the 
council recommends considera- | 
tion of the “pay-as-you-go” sys- | 
tem, now used by Palo Alto and 
San Mateo. | 
Under this, the voters would be | 

asked to approve a permissive tax | 
figure to allow an additional tax | 
levy specifically for use in acquisi- | 
tion of new facilities. | 
‘PAY-AS-YOU-GO’ PLAN | 

The tax rate for the high school 
district during 1953-54, the report 
points out, was 87 cents per $100 
of assessed valuation, lowest in 
the county with the exception of 
Pescadero. The San Mateo Union 
High School District, it is further | 
reported, now has a capital ex- 
penditure levy of 48 cents in ad-! 
dition to its operating tax. 

One advantage of the “pay-as-| 
you-go”” system, the report ex-| 
plains, is that it allows 100 per! 
cent use of the funds received, | 
while under bonding procedures | 
the taxpayers have to carry the} 
additional interest expense. 

In the report, the council al- 
so declares its findings that our 
high schools are of average 
quality, “adequate for those 
students going on to college” 
but “minimum for those stu- 
dents who go to work after gra- 
duation.”

With the increased pressure of! 
the ever-growing student body on) 
present high school facilities, the 
report indicates that the need for 
new schools is even greater if the 
district is not to allow its educa- 
tional program to slide below the 
present minimum standards.

Menlo Park has meant many 
things to many people. 

When Dennis J. Oliver and D. G.| 
McGlynn first arrived here in 1854} 
them, in a way, of| 
their home in Ireland, and so! 
they called it “Merlo Park.” To 
newcomers nowadays, it means a 
suburban casualness—but with al! 
the conveniences of cities right at 
hand. 

To Charles Weeks, one of those 
who settled in the area 
1910’s, it meant ::One 
Independence.” 

Actually, Weeks didn’t settle in 
what is now Menlo Park, but 
rather in what is now the Ravens- 
wood area, near where Bayshore | 
highway and University avenue | 
now intersect. He called it “Run- | 
nymede” and there, he established | 
a sort of “university” to train | 
others to go back to the land. 

In 1916, he published a book | 
with the title, “One Acre and In-| 
dependence” in which he explain, | 
ed his ystem.” |

chures and monthly magazines | 
which he later established, he | 
reiterated his view: That a bet- 
ter way of life is available to | 
those who wi'l go back to the 
land.
